wounds with & knife nod axe upon his mother, and
that be bad bosn tried and found gty upon those
eharves, and ended with giving in foll the sentonce
by Judge Hinmun., No mention was made 1o the
warrant of tho sister Ella, a8 her murder was not
weluded In the trml, Starkwosther preserved much
the same demoanor while this was beng rond as
during the rest o!f the day, The reconnting or the
